HAT is the Department of Agricul- 

ture doing to promote fruit growing! 

This question is sometimes asked by 
people who are not aware of the Department's 
activities. A little inquiry goes to show that, 
since its establishment, the Department has 
always paid close attention to fruit. cultiva- 
tion. No serious attempt has, however, been 
made, to grow fruit on a commercial basis, 
except in isolated cases. 

In every county in Ireland, North and 
South, there are instructors in horticulture 
who not only show the people how to make 
the most of fruit, but hold regular demonstra- 
tons. in rading and packing in boxes 
and bar where the fruit is grown, These 
demonstrations are advertised locally, and are 
so well attended that there is no excuse for 
the common complaint that Irish fruit is too 
frequently badly marketed. At these d

SHOULD WE GROW MORE. 
FRUIT? 


ee 
AND HOW CAN WE? 


HE more general form which this ques- 
I tion takes in the course of conversa- 
tion implies an affirmative answer: 
“Why do we not grow more fruit?” 
forms of reply are put forward to account 
‘for Irish apathy in regard to fruit-growing, 
and, perhaps, the most frequent is the kind 
of answer so natural to the mind which is 
bounded by that geometrical figure unknown 
to Euclid, “the vicious circle : 
not grow more fruit because we cannot 


because we do not grow fruit in sufficient 
quantities.” This is not so silly as it sounds, 
though we must presently consider some way 
of getting outside this vicious circle. We 
have climate and soil suited to the kinds of 
fruit for which, with few exceptions (e.g., 
oranges, bananas and raisins), the demand 
ia briskest. We do not suffer more than 
other countries from the depredations of 
birds and insects. We have an area which 
is manageably small for transit purposes. 
We do not suffer seriously from high rentals, 
as do fruit growers on the borders of the 
larger: British towns. We live at a time 
when the standards of dieting tend towards 
an alteration of the balance between fruit 
plus vegetables and meat plus cereals, and in 
favour of the former. We do not suffer 
from over supply. Taken cumulatively, these 
facts present a formidable case for giving to 
our orchards and fruit gardens a not in- 
considerable impetus, either in uumbers or 
in extent. 


Some Statistics and the Apple. 


When we turn to examine statistics, we 
find how greatly such an impetns is needed, 
The figures for the last '' Agricultural Output 
of Saorstat Eireann” show an estimated 
total production of £466,000 out of a total 
production for all crops of roughly 
£40,000,000, just over one per cent. of the 
| whole!. If the valuation of our live stock be 
included, the percentage we can allot to 
fruit production becomes negligible. Northern 
Ireland is no better off. Its agricultural 
output was taken in 1925, when fruit repre- 
sented an estimated total value of £56,100 
out of a gross value (fr the whole agri- 
cultural output) of £15,072,515, an even more 
insignificant proportion than that for the 
twenty-six counties. From the latter estima- 
tion it appears that virtually all the fruit 
produced in Northern Ireland was consumed

NOVEL METHOD OF 
APPLE-GROWING. 


Referring to an article on the “ Growing of 
Apples,” which appeared in the /rish Tunes 
of tle 11th inst., Mr. William Treanor, of 
Roscrea, who is 95 years of age, writes :-— 
“ As this is a hobby of mine I am deseribing 
my “ of growing 4m trees and its suc- 
cess, select a large branch, say, from four 
to six feet high, that will make a nice tree 
when planted; it may be from two to four 
inches at the base where cut off. Put it in 
the earth, about sixteen inches deep, tie a 
stake to it to keep from rocking, and the 
likelihood is it will have fruit the next sea- 
son. In this way I have been growing apples 
for nearly 40 years. I have at present in 
my garden over twenty trees, both dessert 
and cooking apples, raised in this manner, 
and many gardens in this neighbourhood have 
-donted this plan. 

“At the fruit show in Dublin in 1906 I 

had a table to myself, and exhibited the 
fruit, I have also grown piums in the same 
way. 
‘“My attention was drawn to this matter 
in the following way: A farmer in the neigh- 
bourhood had a large branch blown off “an 
apple tree. He stuck it in a hedge to fill up 
a gap. It lived next season, had leaves, and 
the following season fruit. 
_ “Tt caught my fancy, and I said I would try 
it. I got a cartload of thick branches of ‘a 
fine local apple called the “ Tulochan”’ 
(or ‘‘ the Lassies,’’ as on the Dublin market, 
a small to medium-sized apple, gold and red, 
soft and sweet, and maturing in October). 
I put down twelve, and most of them had 
apples the next season. They were put down 
on the 28th November, and I have now 2 
many Sudeby put in on 23rd March. All these 
apples are bearing well, and in general larger 
than those grown on the parent tree. This 
is a simple and certain way of cheaply helping 
on apple culture.”’

But if we are to increase. our national 
wealth at all appreciably through fruit-grow- 
ing there are difficulties to be faced. Many 
of our orchards are old and requiré to be put 
into repair, Modern methods must include 
grading and standarilisation, and not all—per- 
hape not many—fruit-growers have a good 
grasp of these highly technical processes, In 
removing these impediments to success in 
business we presume the Department of Agri- 
culture is, or could become, equal to all reason- 
able demands, lt employs a staff of horticul- 
tural inspectors, who lecture, visit farms and 
carry out plot demoustrations. We have 
niready referred to the costs of production 
in those specialised branches of horticulture

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A SILK HOSIERY FACTORY. 


Plans íor the establishment of a factory at 
Cork for the manufacture of silk and artificial 
silk hosiery were announced yesterday by Mr. 
William wyer, managing director and 
founder of the well-known hosiery and genera! 
knitwear concern, Sunbeam Knitwear, Lid. 
The interest taken by the Government in 
the proposal has encouraged Mr.. Dwyer to 
extend the Sunbeam factory, and he has spent 
a considerable time in analysing the market 
in Germany, the United States and England, 
and in investigating the technical details of 
the industry. 

He has received assistance from some of 
the largest silk hosiery experts and machinery 
engineers in America and England, both in 
regard to the plant and the necessary “ key ”’ 
labour to train his operatives in what is a 
very highly specialised industry. 

A large factory has been obtained in Cork. 
and within the next few weeks the first of 
the plant will arrive from New York.

OME hundreds of Drogheda’s unemployed 
S marched last night to the Courthouse, 
where a special meeting of the 
Drogheda Corporation was being held, and 
made a claim íor ** double relief or work.” 

Civic Guards, ander Superintendent 
Casserley, were on duty at the Courthouse, 
and the unemployed were not allowed to 
enter, but afterwards a deputation from their 
number was received -by Gouncil. There 
was some cheering when the procession 
urrived at the Courthouse, but there was no 
disturbance or demonstration of any kind, 
the men, apparently, being satisfied to’ have 
their case made for them by deputation. 

When the Mayor intimated that a deputa- 
tion would be received two representatives 
of the unemployed, named Darcy and Bailey, 
were escorted to the Council Chamber by the 
Superintendent, who remained in the Council

When the matter came before the Special 
Commissioners for the purposes of income 
tax it was admitted or proved that Miss 
Gretta Smyth entered the Congregation of 
the Sisters of St. Louis, Monaghan, on 
February 11, 1918, and ‘that on August 19, 
1924, she took perpetual vows and became 
a professed member of the Co ation. Her 
name in religion was Sister y Bernard. 
On May 22, 1028, she became entitled to a 
legacy of £28,000. 

Article 53 of the Constitution of the Con- 
gregation of the Sisters of Louis, which was 
in conformity with the requirements of the 
Canon Law, previded that novices who pos- 
sessed property should, before the first pro- 
fession of temporary vows, arrange in a legal 
way for its administration, and for the dis- 
osal of its use and usufruct. Should a novice, 
yecause she possessed no property, fail to 
make a cession or disposal, and should pro- 


she should make the necessary provision for 
cession or disposal. 

By .an instrument dated November 6, 1929, 
Miss Smyth declared that the trustees, the 
Most Rev. Dr. McKenna and others, wete to 
hold a sum of £28,000, her absolute property. 
Provision was made concerning the applica- 
tion of the income of the invested fund for 
charitable purposes. 

It. was contended on behalf of the Inspector 


| of Taxes that Miss Smyth could, without the 


consent of any person, obtain for herself the 
beneficial enjoyment of the income arising 
from the investments comprising the Trust 
| Fund {less such sum as would be required to 
pay the irrevocable trusts), and that the in- 
come must, therefore, be deemed to be the 
income of Miss Smyth for the purpose of the 
enactments relating to income tax. : 

The Commissioners who heard the appeal 
differed in their opinions, and a decision was 
given in favour of the taxpayer that the 
assessment in dispute was not to be deemed

income was exempt under the terms of Section

INSURANCE COMPANT'S APPEAL. 


FORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
éiri AND WR, JUSTICE MURNACHAN) 


The London General Insurance Company, 
Limited,’ of London House, Newgate street, 
n, a d from a High Court 
judgment for £968 in favour oí the General 
Omnibus Company, Limited, Suffolk street, 
Dublin, in their claim for money alleged to 
be due by the insurance company on foot of 
a policy of insurance, which idemnified them 
in respect of damages to a passenger in one 
of their omnibuses, arising out of an 
accident, : 

Jt appeared that damages had been given 
against the omnibus company in an action 
brought against them by James Lynch, a 
passenger in one of their ‘buses from Dublin 
tu Maynooth, for personal injuries received 
as the result of a collision between the ‘bus 
and a turf cart at Island Bridge. The 
insurance company refused to accept 
liability; alleging that the omnibus company 
had Eó hair the 


— 


terms of the policy by 
carrying more passengers than the ‘bus was 
constructed to carry. 

The appellants, alternatively, asked for a 
new trial, and the grounds of the appeal 
were that~the*trial judge was wrong in law 
in holding that the exclusion in the policy, 
“having any in excess of that for 
which it (the 'bus) was constructed,’’ did not 
constitute a valid exemption ; that the Judge 
wat wrong in law in holding that the cond- 
tion limiting the time for the opening of the 
action to a period of three months after the 
rejection of the claim by the defendants 
did not constitute a valid exemption from 
liability in the circumstances of the case; 
and that the judge was wrong in law in 
holding that the plaintiffs had power to 
compromise a claim against them without the 
written consent of the defendants,

Once, with a very strong oath, Oliver 
Cromwell besought his critics to believe 
that they could be in the wrong. Mr. de 
Valera would reject such an appeal with 
It is a part of the tragedy of the 
Irish situation that he can find no flaw 
in his disastrous policy; every new 
collapse of the national fabric and every 
new symptom of distress seem only to 
convince him the more firmly that his 
judgments are infallible. The phenomenon 
is not unfamiliar, and, save for two 
reasons, we might ignore it. In the first 
place, Mr. de Valera’s self-sufficiency 
spells the country’s ruin; in the next 
place, he bolsters it with unjust attack. 
Yesterday he blamed the failure of the 
negotiations, not on his own absurd 
demands, but on ‘the wicked British and 
on‘a disloyal minority in the Free State. 
Both charges are grossly unfair. During 
the last ten years British Governments 
have observed both the letter and the spirit 
of the Anglo-Irish settlement with utter 
fidelity. They have been generous and 
sympathetic; no reasonable concession, no 
friendly request for help, ever has been 
refused by them. The ex-Unionist 
minority in the Free State have an 
equally clear conscience. No other class 
has been more consistently loyal to the 
settlement; none has made a _ larger 


scorn, 


‘contribution of wealth and character to 


the public welfare. They were loyal to 
Mr. Cosgrave’s Government, and in every 
duty that the Constitution demands they 
are equally loyal to the present Goyern- 
ment.. Mr. de Valera must put the guilt 
in some other quarter, and he must put it 
nearer home, 

The negotiations, at least, have clarified 
the real issue. In London, and yesterday 'n 
the Ddil, Mr. de Valera made definjte 
statements of his constitutional policy. 
He desires a republic, but he has no 
present mandate for a republic, and the 
development of his proclaimed programme 
waits upon such a mandate. Since the 
existing conditions represent not only 
economic, but constitutional, chaos, we 
may suppose that Mr. de Valera will take 
the first opportunity to resolve them. He 
has refused to make terms in London; he 
has dismissed the Governor-General, and 
has given a hundred other proofs of his 
republican intentions. We cannot doubt 
that at the next general election the 
Free State will be required to make 
the vital choice. Her citizens must 
decide whether they will remain within 
the British Commonwealth, sharing its 
strength and enriched by its markets, or 
whether they will vote themselves into the 
economic solitude of a twenty-six county 
republic, The choice will rest with them- 
selves; they will be complete masters of 
their fate; for England will not seek to 
keep a reluctant Dominion in an Empire 
whose only true bond is good-will. In the 
meanwhile, the Free State must consider 
the practical arguments for either course, 
and plenty of them are thrust upon her. 
To-day a new list of tariffs, increasing the 
cost of living, is added to Mr. de Valera’s 
collection The farmer looks towards 
winter with despair; unemployment is 
mounting, and hunger-marchers invade the 
streets. Such are the conditions now. 
What will they be six months hence if the 
Free State’s rupture with the British

Blessings of Science. 


Nowhere has science shown more 
admirable results than in the consolations 
which it offers to the afflicted. The ap- 
purtenances of wireless, in particular, 
have revealed a new world to the deaf. 
The London Medical Exhibition, which 
opened this week, contains an amplifying 
device which magnifies sound to a startling 
extent. It can be carried in a handbag: 
and for a normal person its aid converts a 
whisper at the distance of a few feet into 
a noise of almost unbearable. intensity. 
The device is capable of adjustment to suit 
all needs, and will permit the deaf to hear 
an entirely new range of sounds. This is 
merely one of many advances which have 
been made in recent years. The produc- 
tion of books for the blind still is bound 
to the old Braille technique, but a 
simplification of the methods used in 
printing has enabled the books. to be 
turned out far more quitkly; and the 
Braille library is extending with unwonted 
rapidity. It would be impossible to 
enumerate the facilities which surgical 
engineering has offered to the cripple and 
to the deformed. Deformities which even 
before the Great. War were regarded as 
permanent are now, in numerous cases, 
amenable to the surgeon’s treatment ; and 
the cork leg is a thing of the past. These, 
however, are the direct fruits of direct 
research. More interesting is the manner 
in which, by an incidental process, the 
deaf, the blind and the bed-ridden have 
derived some relief from their lonely 
ordeal. Wireless receiving sets are an 
adjunct of nearly every modern hospital, 
and a Belfast picture-house, as we under- 
stand, segregates certain seats; supplied 
with “ ear-phones,’’ for the use of the 
deaf. That is a worthy example for houses

“Wild Boys.” 


The New York Correspondent. of the 
Daily Telegraph casts a pitiable sidelight 
on the American depression.

They welk for most of the day, 
and sleep by night in barns, schoolrooms 
and private houses. Several States have 
tried to forbid their entrance, but the

Lord Craigavon, Prime Minister of Northern 
[reland, has given frank expression to his 
views or the contention attributed to Mr. de 
Valera by Mr. J. H. Thomas, that ' the only 
real and permanent solution of Irish diffi- 
culties’ will be found in “ a united Irish 
Republic, with some sort of connection with 
the British Commonwealth.”’

HE Archbishop of York, Dr. William 
T Temple, who gave evidence before the 

Royal Commission on Lotteries and 
Betting in London yesterday, declared: 

“I think there is great harm being done 
by the lottery and sweepstake principle, 
because of the widespread use of it, and 
therefore it becomes necessary to resist the 
principle in small cases also. — 

Dr. Temple was giving his views on small 
lotteries in connection with bazaars and 
Christmas draws, where the prizes were 
small. , 

When Mr. Graham Cam bel® who pre- 
sided, asked what he would say to such 
cases, Dr. Temple replied :— 

“I think that they are objectionable in 
principle; If I am asked to give my name as 
patron of & bazaar I always make it a strict 
condition that no rafiles or lotteries form 
part of the programme, I have been able, to 
get those items excluded from certain pro- 
grammes, and my name has been excluded 
from certain other programmes. They have 
to choose which they have.” (Lanrghter.) 

Of big lotteries and sweepstakes, Dr. 
Temple said:—‘‘I think it is the form in 
which the betting instinct is being most 


seriously exploited.’’ 

Ay member of the Commission asked Dr. 
Temple whether it was his view that the 
Press were “at the root of the betting evil’ 
by reason of the betting news that was pub- 
lished. 

Dr. Temple—I think they have immensely 
increased it. I do not wish to blame the

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A RAILWAY INCIDENT. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES . 

Srr,—Fassengers on the afternoon train 
to Galway last Saturday probably noticed ''a 
certain liveliness’’ at the front of the train 
when halts were made at Enfield and Mul- 
lingar. Shortly after leaving the Broad- 
stone smoke appeared from under the seat 
in a third-class compartment in the front 
coach of the long train. The cause of the 
trouble was a fused wire. The five 
assengers in the compartment had to beat a 
iasty. retreat to the corridor, bag and baggage. 
But for the presence of mind and ready 
resource of a modest hero, Mr. Bill Forde, of 
Galway, who was in the next compartment, 
the trouble might have proved very serious 
indeed ; for flames had already appeared. If 
the trouble had not been early mipped in the 
bud, extremely serious consequences must 
have followed; for the coach was entirely 
cut off from communication with the outside. 
There was no communication cord on the 
cuach, and the door leading from the 
corridor to the next coach could not be 
opened, owing to a faulty handle-lock 
Eventually communication was made with 
the officials by kicking away a panel of the 


oor. 

The trouble started almost. immediately 
after the train left the Broadstone, and the 
consequences that might have followed for 
the occupants of the coach—with a non-stop 


leasant to contemplate. The halt at 
infield was not a scheduled stop. 
Providentially, the trouble was dealt with ; 
but we owe our saféty principally to the 
presence of mind of the gentleman named, 
and not to the railway company, who sent 
out this coach on a | non-stop run with 
po? communication ak and (from the 
defectiveness of the door-fittings) cut off 
from all communication with the outside.

-|ROBBERS ESCAPE IN CAR. 


Cr of the most daring mail-bag 


robberies of recent years took place 
last night at Euston Station, London. 
Motor-car bandits felled a postman inside 
the station and stole his sack, containing 
the registered letters for the Irish mail 
train. 

A saloon car had been drawn up near 
the platform by the thieves. One of them 
tripped up the postman, who was carrying 
the mail-bag, containing registered letters 
and packets, and rushed to the waiting 
car, which drove off rapidly. Scores of 
people were in the station at the time, but 
no one was able to intercept the car. The 
railway police called the assistance of 
Scotland Yard to help in the search for 
the bandits. 

The porter was Zachariah Woodward, of 
Cornwall road, North Kensington. He 
was struck on the head several times with 
a weapon believed to have been a home- 
made truncheon of leather, filled with 
sand. He was not seriously hurt, and 
afterwards was able to tell thé police what 
had happened. 

The stolen bag contained registered 
packets of great value. It was taken in 
the usual way, by van, to the approach of 
Euston Station, where it was unloaded 
from the mail van, and was being carried 
by a porter and a Post Office worker to the 
Number 2 departure. platform, to be 
placed on the Irish mail, when 
three men surrounded the officials, 
closed with them, and a struggle took 
place. The porters and postman were 
thrown to the ground. The bandits carried 
the to a van which was waiting near 
by. ey are believed to have taken a 
north-easterly route. . Flying squad cars 
patrolling the area were informed of the 
raid by wireless, and were supplied with 
the description of the van, the three 
assailants and a fourth man, who is 
believed to have driven the vehicle. 
Inquiries among people waiting on the 
station were carried out under the direc- 
tion of Divisional Detective Inspector J. 
Sands, who has charge of the police 
division in that area. 


DARING METHOD. 


The method of the bandits’ attack was 
ene of extraordinary daring. The detec- 
tives believe, from inquiries so far made, 
that the raid had been carefully planned. 
The particular mail-bag stolen arrived in 
a van at the station, together with 
despatches which were to be taken by the 
Scottish express. The Irish bag was taken 
by a porter, accompanied by a sorter 
named Alfred Henry Jones, across the end 
of the. platform and through an arch lead- 
ing to the station yard. It was being 
carried by a porter, when one of the 
bandits placed a suit case at his feet, so 
that he could not help stumbling, while a 
second man covered his head with a coat. 
The third man snatched the bag and ran 
to a grey commercial motor van standing 
only a few yards away. The two con- 
federates beat off the sorter and covered 
the man’s retreat. They drove from the 
station, and the sorter, with great presence 
of mind, hailed a taxi-cab and ordered the 


driver to give chase, but. the van went at 
“such a speed as to escape the chasing taxi- 


cab. . 
‘WHAT A PORTER SAW. 
A porter, who was on No. 6 Platform 


when the robbery took place, told a 


reporter: '“ [ was loading mail bags at 
the time of the robbery. ‘As I bent down 
to pick up a bag off the platform I saw 
a Post Office. sorter accompanied by a 
uniformed postman, who was carrying a 
bag of registered mail off the platform. 
As they left the end of the platform, 
which is very dark, indeed, two men 
dashed out of the shadows, and one of 
them placed a piece of black cloth over 
the sorter’s head, while tho other hit the 
man who was carrying the mail bag with 
some instrument. There was a general 
scramble, and the uniformed postman fell 
to the ground. 

“Is was done very quickly, indeed, and 
before I could raise a call for help the 
two men had dashed out of the station, 
carrying the bag. I shouted for help, and 
while some other rters helped the 
injured man to rise, ge to the entrance 
of the station, where I saw a grey car 
disappearing.” 

r. Edwin Sleigh, a newspaper seller 
at the gates of the station, said: “I 
noticed a grey car, with its engine 
running, standing just outside the plat- 
form about the time the robbery took 
place. Some men rushed out of the 
station. One of them was carrying a bag. 
As they came out the grey car began to 
move, and the man carrying the bag fell 
over. The car eased up, and the three 
jumped into it and made off.”’ 

Superintendent G. Cornish, head of the 
detective work for Northern London, 
motored to Euston Station afterwards, 
and sat in the railway police office direct- 
ing the police investigation, and himself 
examined a number of witnesses who saw 
different stages of the flight of the 
bandits. 


BAG WITH METAL RING. 


According to later messages, the material 
used by the men to impede the porter was 
a bag of some black material, at the mouth 
of which was a large metal ring, so that 
when it was put over the man’s head and 
shoulders the weight caused the bag com- 
pletely to envelop the porter. 

An eye-witness of the escape of the 
men—Mr. F. Burton, of Sidney street, 
Euston—said to a reporter: “I saw a 
small grey van standing outside the big 
archway of the station. A man at the 
wheel had the engine running. Suddenly 
three men came scampering out of the 
station, one of them carrying a bag. The 
doors at the back of the van were flung 
open, and the man carrying the bag, who 
was wearing a dark suit and a Trilby hat, 
made a leap to get inside. The van started 
at the moment, and the man slipped and fell 
on the cobblestone roadway. He called 
out to the driver to stop, and again 
attempted to get inside, but his excite- 
ment caused him to fall a second time, 


and it was only on the third attempt that 


he was dragged in by the others, and the 
doors of the van were closed, and it drove 
away towards King’s Cross. 


PREVIOUS ROBBERIES. 


In 1920 56 mail bags were lost, as 
taining registered menangy aha stolen at 
Euston Station. ere have been four 
other mail bag robberies. since the 
beginning of the year. In March a 
number of registered packets were taken 
from a mail bag between Crewe and Stoke.

BRITISH ACTION. 


ARGENTINA BEMOANS 
LOST OPPORTUNITY. 


HE decision of the British Government 

to denounce the temporary commer- 

vial agreement with the Soviet Republics 

has come as a surprise to Moscow, which 

was not aware that such action was im- 
pending. 

Neither the Foreign Office nor the 
Government agencies were willing to com- 
ment yesterday. Reuter’s Correspondent 
in the Russian capital understands that 
the British there foresee no serious threat 
to Anglo-Soviet trade. 

Th eDominions, however, to judge by 
some of the comment so far áis, are 
pleased with the decision, following so 
swiftly upon the Ottawa Conference. 

The Soviet authorities are treading 
lightly, having the rupture of relations in 
1927 in mind. Izvestia, in an editorial 
five weeks ago, foresaw this ibility, 
and warned the Soviet that they would 
reply in kind against any discrimination 
against Soviet trade, which point will 
probably be used as a basis of argument 
in. the forthcoming negotiations, which 
observers consider will bring forth a new 
and more permanent trade agreement 
between the two countries. 


SIX NATIONS SEEK 
AGREEMENTS. 


In connection with the announcement of 
tariff conversations between the British 
Government and the Argentine, Danish, 
Icelandic, Norwegian and Swedish Govern- 
ments, it was learned at the Foreign Office 
last night that the Government have also 
received proposals for tariff arrangements 
from the Uruguayan Government which 
are receiving consideration. 

An Economic Advisory Council has been 
appointed by the Argentine Government, 
and one of its first tasks will, no doubt, 
be to examine the effect of the Ottawa 
agreements on Argentine exports. 

The Council consists of ex-Ministers, 
economists, railway directors, bankers and 
business men. 

Comment in the Argentine Press on the 
meat quotas is characterised by a Jack of 
unanimity. La Nacidn reiterates that the 
agreements were inevitable, but might have 
been worse; and urges the Government to 
endeavour to break down barriers so as to 
facilitate exports to other countries. La 
Prensa charges the Government with lack 
of inter-Ministerial co-ordination, which, 
it says, operated adversely on policy in 
London. 

The Cronista Commercial points out the 
peremptory necessity for the Government 
to take diplomatic action to prevent the 
accords being made effective. El Mundo 
blames the Government for lack of pre- 
vision, and asserts that timely interven- 
tion would have placed Argentina in a 
similar position to the Dominions, as 
Britain has not given concessions to the 
Dominions without immediate reciprocal 
advantages to her industry.

The workless men marched to Merrion 
Hall, where a deputation already selected 
was brought to Government Buildings and 
thence to Leinster House, where they met 
Mr. O’Kelly.

On the way back to Cathal Brugha 
street, where the er reg yay were 
announced by Mr. William Watson, chair- 
man of the men’s association, the demon- 
strators sang the “ Soldier's Song,” 
following with old-time war songs like 
“Pack Up Your Troubles.”’

Mr. William Watson congratulated the 
men on their orderly conduct. They had 
proved, he said, that they could couple 
firmness with discipline. They were now 
going to keep the Minister to his pro- 
mises by haying other demonstrations to 
point out the needs of starving families.

MR. COSGRAVE’S REPUDIATION. 


N 


Surrounded by packed benches on all 
eides, the President rose nervously at 
eight o'clock with a sheaf of typescript in 
his hand. From this he read slowly and 
tonelessly, breaking into none of those 
flights of impassioned rhetoric which have 
characteri all his other pronounce- 
ments to the House on Anglo-Irish affairs. 
The ensuing onslaught of the Opposition— 
a challenge to which in the past ha has 
always. responded with vigour—on this 
occasion left. him cold. 

“ Historical, technical and legal,’’ Mr. 
Thomas's description of Mr. de Valera’s 
argument in London, well describes the 
speech he made in the Dail. It se no line 
of future policy, except the assuratice that 
the Government does not intend to secede 
from the British Commonwealth without 
the expressed mandate of the electors. 

This declaration, which was read by Mr, 
de Valera during his speech, and read 
again when he was questioned afterwards, 
was in reply to the statement of the 
British Dominions Secretary that the Free 
State President had maintained what he 
believed to be the only real and permanent 
solution of the Irish difficulties—a united 
Irish Républic, with some sort of connec- 
tion with the British Commonwealth. 


IMPLICATION INCORRECT. 


While pointing out that his own per- 
sonal views in this respect were well 
known, Mr. de Valera declared that the 
‘“‘clear implication’’ of Mr. Thomas's 
statement, “ as I understood it,’’ was in- 
correct. He repeated the word ‘‘incorrect’’ 
with emphasis when Mr. Dillon asked if it 
was untrue. ‘‘ The Conference dealt solely 
with financial matters,’’ he announced. 

One purpose, Mr. de Valera said, the 
discussions (he explicitly declined to call 
them negotiations) did serve, and that was 
to show to each side what the other’s point 
of view was. ‘‘ They confirmed us,” he 
said, ‘‘in the belief that the present 
British Government are not prepared to 
admit the claim of this country to simple 
justice. 

“ It is possible that if we were prepared, 
as they seem to wish, to go in the réle 
of beggars, hat in hand, asking for con- 
sideration and charity, there might be, 
possibly, a disposition to make minor 
modifications or. mitigations of their 
claim, but simple justice they were not 
prepared to concede.’’ 


ENGLISH POLICY. 


Mr. de Valera returned to the attack 
upon English policy, at a later stage of 
his speech, when he said: “ [ have come 
to the conclusion that the present British 
Government, pressed forward as it is by 
certain anti-Irish feeling in Britain and 
supported by tho attitude of the minority 
in this country, is not prepared to 
examine this position on its merits or to 
yield to claims for simple justice. 

This twenty-minutes speech was one of 
the shortest, and certainly the most con- 


cise, that Mr. de Valera has 4ver delivered 
in the Dail on a matter of high policy. 
His resumption of his seat was the signal 
for dutiful applause on the benches behind 
him, and then the attack began. 


THE GOLD STANDARD. — 


It was opened by Mr. McGilligan, who, 
like Mr. Cosgrave and Mr. Mulcahy, had 
been busily taking notes during the 
speech. Mr. McGilligan wanted some 
information about the Free State’s claim 
for “ some three or four hundred millions 
for alleged over-taxation in the past, and 
for what is described as a non-specified 
amount for Britain’s going off the gold 
standard. 

Mr. de Valera agreed that “ every claim 
which it woul’ be right to bring forward 
if-there was to be a final adjustment of 
the financial relations between the two 
countries was brought forward.” The 
British, h> contended, had gone back to 
the past in making their claim for pay- 


ment by Ireland of a portion of the 


national debt; therefore, why should not 
Ireland also delve into history? 

As for the gold standard claim, he de- 
clared that there were precedents supplied 
by other countries which had made similar 
representations to Great Britain; ' and I 
think,” he added, “that Britain herself 
has made representations to France on 
a pfevious occasion on a similar basis.” 

Mr. McGilligan, however, refused to 
regard this as a serious claim. Was the 
claim in regard to going off the gold 
standard put up by the President himself 
or the Minister for Finance? he inquired 
maliciously. . 


BY THE GOVERNMENT. 


“Tt was put up by the Government,” 
snapped Mr. de Valera, showing the first 
sign of fight, and the ranks behind him 
broke again into cheering. The applause 
spread to the gallery, and brought down 
the Speaker’s now familiar admonition. 

Two other deputies in Mr, MacDermot 
and Mr. Dillon were now interrogating 
the President, to be curtly accused, to 
their joint surprise, of trying to embarrass 
the Government. Then followed Mr. 
Coserave with an indignant repudiation 
of the President's imputation that “ the 
minority’’ were assisting the “ anti-Irish 
elements.”’ 

Just when it seemed that a battle-royal 
was going to develop after all, Mr. Cosgrave 
announced, in view of the President’s 
statement that all the documents in 
regard to the conversations were to be 
published as a White Paper, that further 
discussion at this stage would be futile, 
and the House accordingly adjourned at 
half-past nine. 

For the Government. however, it was 
not a sterile day. During the five hours 
which preceded Mr. de Valera’s speech 
they brought in nearly forty new tariff 
orders, the provisions of which extended 
from clay pipes to coffin breast-plates.

OLD has been discovered on the land 
of Mr. G..Wycherley, a farmer, of 


English Island, or more generally as The 


brightly coloured spots among the stones. 

A preliminary examination was made, 
and a local resident who has had a good 
deal of mining experience, expressed the 
opinion that gold was present in consider- 
able quantity. 

In reply to a question he said that he did 
not know whether the gold was present in 
sufficient quantity for profitable working.

He added that the nature and composi- 
tion of the stone in the district resembled 
that of a gold-mining area, and he would 
not be surprised if a rich lode were found.

He said that he 
had not yet had the matter investigated 
by a person whose report would justify a 
statement on the actual gold content, but 
he was getting into touch with the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, and would 
have samples tested in the near future.

ACCEPTED FOR MRS. 
PAWLEY’S RELEASE. 


From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Wednesday, 


The release of Mrs. Pawley and Mr. 
Corkran within forty-eight hours is 
envisaged in a Japanese wireless message 
from basing which stated that Captain 
Kawahito and other Japanese inter- 
mediaries have concluded an agreement, 
whereby the brigands. will. release the 
captives if they receive 150,000 yen 
(£13,000), 250 pounds of opium and 
winter clothing, and are incorporated in 
the Manchukuo police force. 

It is stated that Japanese inter- 
mediaries have promised to send the 
money and the opium after the release of 
the captives, but that the brigands are 
insisting that the exchange and the 
ransom must be simultaneous. 

Whether or not it will be possible to 
meet the bandits’ last demand depends on 
the Manchukuo authorities. with whom 


the Japanese military authorities are at 


present in consultation.

Miss Mary Roche, clerk in the office, 
identified a pair of scissors (produced) as 
being the property of the General Post Office. 

William Hewman, an official of the Board 
of Works, said that about two feet of the 
back of the safe had been wrenched off. The 
safe was damaged beyond repair. 

The accused man was further remanded for 
a week in custody.

APPEAL AGAINST A FINE, 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

Edward Coogan, Irishtown road, appealed 
against an order of the District Court fining 
him 20s. for having used premises at the 
rear of 39 Westland row as a slaughter-house 
without being licensed by the Dublin Cor- 
poration. 

Mr. T. F. Burke, Assistant Law Agent to 
the Corporation, said that the premises were 
formerly the property of Mrs. Elizabeth Long, 
who obtained a licence to slaughter cattle in 
1879. Mrs. Long died in 1884, and the case 
for the Corporation was that the licence died 
with her. The premises were now in the 
possession of Mr. William Cahill, who sub-let 
them to Mr. Coogan for the purpose of 
slaughtering there twice a week. The pre- 
mises had ceased to be used as a slaughter- 
house for 25 or 30 years, and it was an offence 
to use them now without a licence. 

For the appellant Mr. Ignatius Kelly (in. 
structed by Messrs. J. H. Walsh and Co.) 


submitted that Mrs. Long’s licence was still 


in existence. The Dublin Corporation erected 
an abattoir under an Act of 1849, but it was 
then in a position outside the city boundary, 
in contravention of that Act. To remedy that 
& Special clause was inserted in the Act of 
1 providing that, they should not, be liable 
compulsorily to close any existing slaughter- 
house, but could renew the licence for it, 
and that if a slaughter-house were closed the 
owner should be compensated for the loss, 
damage and inconvenience caused. to him. 
Counsel argued that it was the place and not 
the person that was licensed, and that, in 
the absence of any steps having been taken 
to compensate the owner, the premises at the 
rear of 59 Westland row were still licensed.

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., who, with Mr.
